ports. The Minister notes that ta tha first eleven 
months of 1929 we shipped out goods amounting in 
vatu* to $ 1, 11 7,881,189, as compared with $ 1,241 ,- 
000,993 in the corresponding period of 1928. 

A perfunctory glance at these figures gives the 
iiqpmsion of a general downward trend in trade, but 
a study of the commodities which make up these ex¬ 
perts reveal a very healthy condition in Canada's ex¬ 
port trade. Detailed figutes for the eleven-month 
period not being available at this writing, any analysis 
has to be made of the exports lor the ten-month period 
—January to October inclusive. I.sports during that 
period amounted to $1,004,635,223, as compared 
with $1,070,909,345 in the corresponding period 
of 1928. 

'World demand and world prices, naturally, regu¬ 
late Canada's exports of her grains and grain products, 
and are therefore uncontrollable. Exports of these 
commoditiei should not, therefore, be taken into con¬ 
sideration in attempting to analyze the efforts of 
Canadian manufacturers and producers in extending 
their trade to other countries. Elimination of these 
factors discloses the fact that exports of other com¬ 
modities amounted to $739,774,827, a gain over 
the corresponding pmod of 1928 of approximately 
$60,000,000. or 8.7 per cent. Of this amount, ex¬ 
ports of articles which had undergone some stage of 
manufacturing in Canadian factories or refineries 
reached a new high total of $514,985,409. as com¬ 
pared with $470,582,601 in the corresponding period 
of 1928, while exports of raw products declined from 
$189,303,045 to $130,340,614.
